Military 
families 
upset over 
possible 
shutdown

WASHINGTON A looming government shut- 
down would be felt thousands of miles away 
by troops in Afghanistan and Iraq and there 
could be a high political cost for the lawmak- 
ers who let it happen. 

Soldiers will not get their paychecks for the 
duration of the shutdown, leaving their fami- 
lies at home struggling to pay the bills. 

Some relatives already are furious. 

“T'hanks for sending my husband to war 
and not paying him in return,” the wife of one 
U.S. soldier exclaimed on a website, fearing 
delayed pay in the case of a shutdown. 

The sharp reaction among military families 
underscores the political dangers for Republi- 
cans and Democrats if they fail to reach agree- 
ment on funding the U.S. government for the 
remainder of fiscal 2011 by midnight Friday. 
It also shows how U.S. troops have become a 
lightning-rod issue in the bitter budget battle 
in Washington. 

Americans may be able to stomach most 
other fallout from the threatened U.S. govern- 
ment shutdown, such as closed national parks 
or museums. But delaying paychecks to troops 
after nearly a decade of war likely would trig- 
ger a visceral response among voters, looking 
ahead to the 2012 presidential elections. 

\'Iany Americans know members of the 
military, and often count them in their fami- 
lies. There are about 2.2 million actrvT duty. 
National Guard and reserve members of the 
armed forces. 

Many U.S. troops live paycheck to paycheck, 
with the average junior enlisted member— typ- 
ically with just a high school diploma— draw- 
ing a salary of about $43,000 per year. 

The online comment section of Stars and 
Stripes, the leading Defense Department 
news publication, was full of angry reaction. 

“My wife is back home working and all 
alone. I am not there to protect her and tell 
her everything is going to be OK,” said one 
service member deployed abroad. 

“There are half a million troops deployed 
to some ragged country who depend on their 
paycheck. Taking that away will turn our mili- 
tary upside down,” wrote one service member 
in Afghanistan on the Stars and Stripes web- 
site.

WASHINGTON President Obama and Con- 
gressional leaders “narrowed their differ- 
ences” but had not as of press time reached 
a budget deal aimed at averting a govern- 
ment shutdown, said Speaker of the House 
John Bochner, a Republican, and Senate 
Democratic Ixiadcr Harry Reid. 

Their statement came following an 
80 -minute meeting at the White House 
with Obama. 

“We will continue to work through the 
night to attempt to resolve our remaining 
differences,” the two leaders said in a state- 
ment. 

Obama said there had been progress to- 
ward a budget deal to avert a government 
shutdown in talks with congressional lead- 
ers late Thursday and he hoped to be able to 
announce a deal Friday morning. 

But the president said he could not ex- 
press “wild optimism” about the prospects 
for reaching a final agreement. Obama met 
late with Boehner and Reid in the hopes of 


reaching a deal on spending cuts for the rest 
of this fiscal year, which ends Sept* 30* 

An ideological fight in Congress over 
abortion and environmental issues ap- 
peared to derail progress* 

“Fm not very optimistic,” Reid told re- 
porters before the evening meeting, blam- 
ing the impasse on a Republican push for 
policy provisions that would block public 
funding of birth control and stymie envi- 
ronmental protection efforts. 

House Republicans approved a stop-gap 
bill to push the deadline back a week that 
includes $12 billion in additional spending 
cuts and assures Pentagon funding through 
Sept. 30. Reid called the short-term exten- 
sion a “non-starter” in the Senate because 
of the spending cuts. Obama vowed to veto 
it. 

“I did express to the president my disap- 
pointment that he suggested he would veto 
that,” Boehner told reporters after the after- 
noon White House meeting. “We can get to 
an agreement, but we are not there yet.” 


Congressional negotiators resumed talks 
in the afternoon to try to hammer out a 
deal on billions of dollars in spending cuts 
that would keep more than 800,000 gov- 
ernment workers in their jobs when federal 
fijnding expires at midnight Friday 

With the U.S. economy in the early stag- 
es of a recovery from the worst recession 
since the 1930s, the administration warned 
a shutdown could hit small business own- 
ers, applicants for home loans and workers 
who would be left without paychecks as the 
result of federal layoffs. 

The investment firm Goldman Sachs 
estimated a government shutdown lasting 
more than a week could cost the economy 
$8 billion in missed federal spending, drag- 
ging down growth. 

Vital services such as national defense, 
law enforcement, emergency medical care 
and air traffic control would continue, but 
national parks and museums would close 
and the processing of passport and a variety 
of loan applications would cease.

Englewood tragedy 


3 children die after fire 
sweeps through home 

Chicago Tribune 

Samantha Sims awoke to the piercing sound 
of a smoke alarm and the sight of flames 
coming from her children’s bedroom. 

Sims tried to douse the flames with pots 
and pans full of water, then helped her hus- 
band get their lo children out of the Engle- 
wood home Thursday morning. 

“We woke up and there was Are every- 
where,” an inconsolable Sims said outside 
the charred house. “We were frantic.” 

Firefighters rescued two of her sons — 
identified by the family as Joseph Austin, 4, 
and Stacey Austin Jr., 9 —but they were pro- 
nounced dead at Comer Children’s Hospital. 
Her 2-year-old daughter, Desia, was found 
dead on the first floor. Fire officials say an- 
other child started the fire while playing 


with a lighter. 

“I saw them pull my son out the house. He 
was burned real bad,” Sims said. 

Stacey Austin, the children’s father, said 
the fire spread too quickly but he and other 
tenants thought everyone was out safely 

“I tried to get my babies out, but it was too 
late,” he said. 

Fire Department spokesman Farry Fang- 
ford said another 4-year-old in the home 
started the Are playing with a lighter in his 
bottom bunk bed, setting the sheets afire. 

“Bunk beds can be a Are hazard because 
when a Are begins in the bottom bunk, then 
it spreads to the top,” he said. “When the 
bedding catches Are, it spreads quickly” 

Langford said all three children suffered 
cardiac arrest, possibly caused by smoke in- 
halation. 

Sheila Dorsey lived in one of the apart- 
ments in the multi-family house and woke 
up to the sound of her dog barking. 


“She was barking real loud. And she woke 
everyone up. We all left, it happened so fast,” 
she said. 

“Fm just glad me and my kids made it out 
in time. We tried to go in and get the other 
three kids, but the Are was moving too fast. 

“We were trying to get in through the win- 
dow, but there was too much Are. They was 
all in the back room, where the Are started. 
We didn’t succeed.” 

As many as 17 people, including seven sib- 
lings to the dead children, appear to have 
been in the iVz-story frame house in the 
6700 block of South Emerald Avenue when 
the Are broke out shortly after 2 a.m. 

The children were the only ones who were 
trapped and unable to get out, an ofAcial said. 

Two police ofAcers suffered smoke inhala- 
tion from the blaze. One refused treatment 
at the scene, the other was taken to Holy 
Cross Hospital where he is expected to be 
treated and released. 


Daley begins 
farewell tour

Mayor Daley on Thursday kicked off a 
Neighborhood Appreciation Tour that 
he said will take him around Chicago in 
his Anal weeks in ofAce to thank those 
who helped him get things done in their 
communities. 

Appearing at the dedication of a drug 
treatment center for women in West 
Town, the mayor applauded community 
activists from the area, but also touted 
his legacy with less than six weeks left 
until Rahm Emanuel succeeds him. 

Daley has been tharacterized as a 
dictatorial mayor, but he said his strong 
leadership has been key to Chicago’s im- 
provements during his 22-year tenure. 

“You have to have leadership. You 
have to have leadership,” Daley said. 
“You— the media— you don’t like lead- 
ership. You want weak people. You want 
people to be weak about things.” 

The mayor stood in front of a banner 
that read “Thank You Chicago” as he 
offered a litany of projects he said have 
transformed the Near West Side during 
his administration. 

Many of the new businesses in the 
area beneAted from tax-increment A- 
nancing, Daley said. The property tax 
program is a favorite Daley develop- 
ment tool, though it has been criticized 
for pulling tax proceeds away from 
schools and other public institutions. 


Police officers from 
disbanded unit charged 

Civil rights charges were announced 
Thursday against four officers once 
assigned to the Chicago Police 
Department’s disgraced Special 
Operations Section, an elite unit that 
was disbanded after allegations of illegal 
searches and raids on Chicago residents. 

Among those charged was Jerome 
Finnigan, the accused ringleader of the 
group of rogue cops who allegedly ter- 
rorized residents with home invasions, 
illegal searches and trumped-up charges. 
The unit was disbanded in 2007. 

Finnigan and Keith Herrera were 
indicted on federal felony charges of 
conspiring to violate the civil rights of in- 
dividuals. Also hit with misdemeanor civil 
rights charges were Stephen DelBosque

There was little fanfare Thursday at the 
new Metra station near U.S. Cellular Field, 
which saw its first crush of White Sox fans 
for the team’s home opener against the 
Tampa Bay Rays. 

The trains arrived at the station, which 
opened Sunday crowded but not packed. 
Several police officers and customer ser- 
vice agents were on hand to deal with the 
influx of riders. 

“Everything’s going great,” Metra 
spokesman Michael Gillis said as he wait- 
ed on the platform. “People are in a really 
good mood.”

There was no formal ceremony to herald 
the stop, which is on 35th Street along the 
Rock Island Line just east of the Dan Ryan 
Expressway Gillis expects there will be an 
event later in the spring.

It costs $2.25, the cost of a CTA train

Who do you see as having “next” in front of or 
behind the camera [in the black entertainment 
community]? Who in the film world should we 
be looking out for? 

You mean beyond Tyler Perry? Well, look at 
him. Like [President] Obama is the new face of 
politics, he is the new face of film in as much as 
he offers innovative thinking and not looking 
at traditional models of filmmaking to achieve 
what he has achieved. He’s trying to enlighten 
and entertain, and much like Spike Lee, he has 
spawned a whole generation of new filmmakers.

Aftershock rattles Japan 


TOKYO A major aftershock rocked 
northeast Japan on Thursday and a 
tsunami warning was issued for the coast 
devastated by last month’s massive quake 
and tsunami that crippled a nuclear power 
plant. 

The warning was later lifted and no tsu- 
namis were reported. 

No damage from the quake, measured at 
magnitude 7.4 by the Japan Meteorological 
Agency, was detected at the Fukushima 
Daiichi plant, operator Tokyo Electric 
Power Co. said.

Toru Hanai, a Reuters photographer in 
Oshu, Iwate prefecture, near the epicenter 
of Thursday’s aftershock, said his hotel lost 
power and a water pipe burst. 

“Everything fell. My room is a complete 
mess and power is widely out in this area,” 
he said. 

In Tokyo buildings also shook. 

“It started out as nothing much, then 
the building started swaying quite strong- 
ly” a one witness said.

That's because Edwin Jack- 
son provided a comforting 
feeling with his career-high 
13-strikeout performance in a 
5-1 victory over the 'lampa Bay 
Rays in their home opener. 

Jackson struck out 10 in the first five innii^, and 
then pitched more economically over the next three as 
he preserved a Sox pitching staff that had hurled 24 in- 
nings in the previous two games. 

*‘Tt was awesome/' second baseman Gordon Tieck- 
ham said. “He pitched great. He had a great slider and 
great tempo. Being [39 degrees], you need people to 
work.

While most of his teammates sported ski caps and 
sweatshirts during batting practice, Jackson made a 
cameo appearance wearing shorts and a '1-shirt to get 
accustomed to the cold weather.

She’s just short of 17, but Irish actress 
Saoirse Ronan (her first name is 
pronounced “ser-sha”) has a more 
impressive resume than some actors 
twice her age. 

She earned an Oscar nomination for her 
role in ‘Atonement,” was widely praised for 
her work in the otherwise mediocre “The 
Lovely Bones” and kicks butt in the thriller 
“Hanna,” opening Friday 

Oh, and she remains humble. “I don’t know 
if I’m good or whatever,” Ronan said on the 
phone from New York, “but acting itself is 
just something that I do, and it’s a very natural 
thing for me to do, or has been so far.” 

In “Hanna,” 

Ronan plays a 
16 -year-old who 
has been raised 
in the forest and 
trained by her 
ex-CIA agent fa- 
ther (Eric Bana) 
to be an assassin. When Hanna steps into the 
outside world, she learns about basic societal 
standards, such as TV and air travel. 

Ronan, who lives about two hours outside 
Dublin, still can’t/won’t confirm her starring 
role in Peter Jackson’s “The Hobbit” films or in 
“Hanna” director Joe Wright’s ‘Anna Karenina” 
adaptation, but she won’t star in “The Brothers 
Grimm: Snow White.” It was announced this 
week that Lily Collins (“The Blind Side”) got 
the role, not Ronan, as was rumored. 

Who is scarier: Hanna or the girls on “My 
Super Sweet 16*7 

{Laughs.} Overall, the “Super Sweet 16” girls, 
until they get their Ferrari. When they get 
their Ferrari, they’re happy But before that, 
there’s a lot of pressure. Jeez, I know Being 
16 is a very big deal. [Laughs.] I was actually 
working in Berlin on my i6th birthday It was 
very sweet. But I’m sure if those girls were 
put in [Germany] on their i6th birthday, they 
probably wouldn’t be too happy about it. 

That would be pretty scary 

As you have more exposure and do more 
interviews, are people uniformly pronounc- 
ing your name correctly or do they still get 
it wrong? 

No, actually, most people are getting it right 
now, which, honestly, is the best feeling in 


the world. I mean, I know it is a difficult 
name, but it is kind of annoying when people 
mispronounce it. 

And after people see “Hanna,” they’ll be 
afraid to get it wrong because they’ll know 
what you can do to them. 

I reckon so. Maybe they’ll just call me “Hey 
you” instead, just in case. Because I’ll kick 
their ass otherwise. Clearly 

People are calling “Hanna” the next Jason 
Bourne. How would she fare in a fight 
against him? 

Oh, she’d kick his ass. [Laughs.] I don’t know. 
I mean, she’s got all the weapons training. I 
actually haven’t seen the Jason Bourne mov- 
ies in ages, but she has got plenty of skills and 
she was actually born to kill. 

Then why wasn’t “Hanna” just called 
“Bourne to Kill”? 

Wasn’t that a really clever thing to come 
up with? You and I did that right there. We 
should get onto the producers and ask them 
to change it. 

You did a ton of training for “Hanna.” What’s 
the most memorable moment that you 
haven’t gotten to talk about before? 

Huh. I haven’t been asked that, actually Of 
the training, you mean? Well, I did these ah 
crunch things. I don’t know if you go to the 
gym, but you sit in a seat— it’s sort of a like 
a roller-coaster ride seat— and you put the 
thing down over your shoulders to protect 
you, and then you bend over and you bring 
your knees up so you’re crunching your abs 
and they did about 60 of those and I was 
pretty [impressed] with myself 

So much of “Hanna” is about her being 
exposed to the world for the first time. If you 
were discovering society for the first time. 


what would blow your mind the most? 

The Internet is pretty amazing, and if 
you’ve gone from having none of that kind 
of stuff, that’d be pretty interesting. I think 
everything would. I’m looking out my win- 
dow right now and there’s like five-story red 
brick buildings, and I reckon if you came 
from a forest or something like that, that 
would also be pretty fascinating. So kind of 
everything, really 

What would Hanna do on the Internet if she 
had time to mess around? 

Um, she’d probably make up some rumor 
about Jason Bourne on IMDB or something 
like that. It would certainly raise her profile 
and give her a bit more street cred if Jason 
was out of the way 

If you do star in “The Hobbit,” can you say 
something you’d be looking forward to or 
hope happens with the movie? 

If I was hired to be in “The Hobbit,” I would 
certainly not be playing a Hobbit. I won’t 
have hairy feet. I don’t like hairy feet, and 
so I’m not going to play someone with hairy 
feet. I don’t know, we’ll wait and see. They’re 
pretty much taking everyone back from 
“Lord of the Rings” and sticking them into 
“The Hobbit” for a little while, which is so 
great. ... It’ll be a great reuniting party when 
we’re— when they’re all together. 

Will you be scared of Gollum? 

No, I’d quite like to give him a hug, actually I 
reaUy like Gollum; I think he’d like me too. 


Why? 

I like him because he’s not afraid of speaking 
his opinion, you know? He isn’t shy about 
his feelings; he will always let the ring know 
that that is the most important thing to him. 
I like that; I like that in a guy And I think 
he’d like me because I appreciate him. This is 
ridiculous. I’m just talking really silly now. 

So if the most important thing in a guy’s life 
is his Xbox, you’d appreciate knowing that 
up front? 

Yeah, but I don’t think I would want to be 
with someone like that. [Laughs.] A ring is a 
different thing. I don’t mean wedding ring! I 
just mean the “Lord of the Rings” rings.

Soon a U.S. operative (Cate Blanchett) 
is tracking both deadly assassins while 
Erik tries to disappear and Hanna takes 
up with an English family road-tripping 
through Morocco. 

The verdict: Pretty awesome. Moving 
with the swiftness of an energized adoles- 
cent soldier and bumping to an original 
score by The Chemical Brothers, “Hanna” 
destroys movies like “Salt” in the suspense 
and toughness departments. The movie also offers 
exceptional wit and unexpected humor as Hanna, 
who is multilingual but knows nothing of TV or 
social customs, gawks at planes and slams a freshly 
killed animal on a table and declares, “I found 
breakfast!” Everyone’s back story remains some- 
what fuzzy but director Joe Wright’s execution is 
extraordinary This is a special movie that can swing 
from ruthless hand-to-hand combat to fantastically 
chilling exchanges (“What did your mom die of?” 
someone asks; “Three bullets,” Hanna answers). 
Ultimately it becomes a bracing thriller about what 
separates humans from animals.

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‘Arthur’ star intent to show 
he’s cleaned up his image 
enough to portray ‘sweet 
and vulnerable’ playboy

Russell Brand has something to prove. 

The 35-year-old former drug and sex ad- 
dict, now eight years sober and married to 
pop star Katy Perry already has shown he has 
the ability to change his public persona. With 
‘Arthur”— in which he takes on the role of the 
booze-loving playboy millionaire that earned 
the late Dudley Moore an Oscar nomina- 
tion— he’s out to show Hollywood that he has 
the range to play more than just the wild side- 
show he has in such films as “Forgetting Sarah 
Marshall” and “Get Him to the Greek.” 

But Warner Bros, was worried about 
Brand’s past behavior informing filmgoers’ 
view of the character, the actor said. 

“The studio was very particular about 
wanting Arthur to be sweet and vulnerable,” 
he said. ‘And I think that was because they 
thought that I am perceived as a sort of— be- 
cause of the films Fve done with Judd Apa- 
tow— kind of hedonistic and decadent and 
kind of wanton and maybe obnoxious.” 

Jason Winer, who directed ‘Arthur,” which 
opens Friday, acknowledged that Brand’s 
real-world identity prompted some script 
changes. “In the original movie, Arthur picks

up a hooker. And for what people know about 
Russell and what he brings to the role— would 
you believe he needs to pay for sex? We had 
to address those things,” the filmmaker said. 

How the protagonist handles his drinking 
problem also had to be tinkered with to re- 
flect modern attitudes about alcoholism. (Ar- 
thur attends Alcoholics Anonymous meet- 
ings, though it’s generally played for laughs.) 

‘Arthur is the kind of drunk I think people 


want to be— he’s fun,” Brand said. His own 
kind of drunk was far different. 

“I was like a lunatic, smashing stuff all 
the time and self-harming and kicking and 
screaming and getting arrested. This film is 
very sweet and light ... ,” he said. “But I really 
liked playing a drunk. Because, I suppose, I 
have a huge propensity towards drinking and 
taking drugs. So even minor recollection of 
that proved seductive and alluring to me.” 


A surprisingly 
likable lout 

Alcoholic mega-millionaire Arthur (Russell 
Brand) may entertain himself by crashing 
the Batmobile and sparring 
with Evander Holyfield, but 
he’s got principles when it 
comes to love. That leaves 
Arthur trapped between a 
rock and a bank account 
when his tycoon mother says 
he’ll be cut off if he doesn’t 
marry uptight Susan (Jennifer 
Garner), who can’t hold a can- 
dle to the far more appealing 
Naomi (Greta Gerwig). 

The verdict: Like the 1981 
Dudley Moore film of the 
same name, “Arthur” is still 
too long, and its plot is still 
a significant percentage of 
hogwash. But just like its titular, well-inten- 
tioned hedonist scoundrel, “Arthur” is real- 
ly quite delightful if given the chance. He’s 
an overgrown child with a soft side and a 
bruised youth, and Russell Brand pro- 
vides surprising charm and a lot of laughs. 
Gerwig and Brand mesh in ways that are 
both romantic and playful. “Arthur” may be 
a goof, but its connection is real.

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Rainn Wilson gets 
‘Super’-sized role

Fans may know Rainn Wilson as the man who 
makes them laugh while playing the egoma- 
niacal Dwight Schrute on “The Office.” After 
seeing his new film, “Super,” their perception 
of Wilson might change. 

“It was so uncomfortable,” director James 
Gunn said of a scene in the film in which 
Wilson cries and bellows at God. “It’s a 
scene that will change the way people look 
at Rainn Wilson. I know I was flabbergast- 
ed. Whatever you think of Rainn, it changes 
during that scene.” 

In the strange, subversive “Super,” open- 
ing Friday Wilson plays an unhinged vigilante 
who calls himself the Crimson Bolt and uses a 
pipe wrench to bash in the heads of dope deal- 
ers, pedophiles and people who cut in line at 
the theater. His costar, Ellen Page, describes 
him as “a revelation” in the role. 

In a central scene in the film, his character 
is snatched up by mysterious tentacles and 
held captive while his cranium is cut open 
like a soup can so the giant, glowing finger 
of God can tap the top of his brain. For the

record, the 45-year-old Wilson says audiences 
shouldn’t be too alarmed by that scene: “It’s 
not a true story just so you know.” 

The movie, written by Gunn in 2002, fol- 
lows the story of Frank D’Arbo (Wilson), a 
short-order cook who loses his recovering- 
addict wife, Sarah (Liv Tyler), to a sleazy strip- 
club owner and low-level crime boss named 
Jacques (Kevin Bacon), who plies her with 
dope and double-talk. But like Joan of Arc, 
Frank gets a message from God— as well as 
a Christian broadcasting personality played 
with deadpan delight by Nathan Fillion— that 
takes him to a conclusion popular in Ameri- 
can film: He will wear a mask and fight crime. 

“ ‘Super’ feels, somehow, part of the real 
world, unlike a lot of these movies that have 
a sort of similar theme,” Wilson said. “I’m so 
happy to be in this film.”

Through very unnecessary voiceover, rising teen surfing 
star Bethany Hamilton (AnnaSophia Robb) tells us that 
her version of “pure joy” is catching 
a perfect wave. After a heavily fore- 
shadowed shark attack (apparently 
featuring a shark on loan from Uni- 
versal Studios’ “Jaws” ride) results 
in the traumatic amputation of her 
left arm, Bethany works to get back on the board with 
support from her optimistic father (Dennis Quaid) and 
constantly concerned mother (Helen Hunt). 

The verdict: This movie’s problem isn’t the story; it’s the 
way it’s told. Instead of exploring where Bethany gets her 
strength and finding inspiration from a young girl refusing 
to quit, “Soul Surfer” plays like a commercial for inspira- 
tion. Basic events have been re-created, but actual feeling 
has been replaced by montage after montage. Hunt plays 
the same card (furrowed brow) over and over, and no scene 
has the right amount of emotion. Hamilton’s triumph 
speaks for itself and would have in a documentary The 
shamelessly manipulative “Soul Surfer” leans so hard on 
the cliches of past tearjerking sports movies (enough about 
Bethany’s rude rival!), you’re surprised not to see a slow 
clap eventually break out.

For 
$22, GT’s comes with a bas- 
ket of fried onion strings, 
while Fish Bar’s is served 
solo for market price ($16 on 
our visit). 

Advantage: Fish Bar, for the 
price. 



Crab cake 



GT’s rectangular cake ($16) is all crab, served with a spicy red 
pepper sauce, while Fish Bar’s “crabby patty’’ ($11) is served on 
a bun with zippy spiced mayo. 

Advantage: Fish Bar. My fellow diners are still talking 
about it. 








Clam chowder 

Both are clam-laden with a thin consistency 
rather than the thick, gloopy style of some New 
England clam chowders. Fish Bar’s soup ($6 a 
cup) has a spicy kick, while GT’s (served in a cute- 
sy jar with house-made rosemary oyster crack- 
ers) is especially bacon-y ($12). 

Advantage: GT, for the punchy flavor and oyster 
crackers. 


Key lime pie 

Fish Bar’s slice of this tart Florida classic is as 
traditional as can be ($5), while GT remixes the 
format by layering toasted meringue and ginger- 
snap crumbs over tart lemon custard ($7). 
Advantage: Tie. The flavor is spot-on for both. 


The winner 

Admittedly the experience at Fish Bar and GT is so dif- 
ferent that it’s like comparing apples and oranges Cor 
catfish and bass?). Because both live up to the hype, 
this looks like a tie. 


Know before you go: If dining 
at Fish Bar with a group of four 
make a reservation for one of a 
few booths. Seating is first come 
first served at barstools for par- 
ties of one, two or three groups 
larger than four are out of luck. GT 
accepts reservations for tables, in- 
cluding the semi private Captain’s 
Table for six to eight people over- 
looking Wells Street. Bar seating is 
first come, first served. 

Nautical decor; At Fish Bar worn 
wooden planks and a bright blue 
marlin deck the walls, while a 
canoe hangs from the ceiling. At 
GT, it’s all ships-at-sea paintings, 
plates set with fishing sinkers 
and lighting fixtures that look 
like giant pearls tangled in fish- 
ing nets. 

Memorable moments; At GT. a 
communal table neighbor (over- 
ly sauced after a long wait in the 
bar) mistook the driftwood cen- 
terpiece for bread. At Fish Bar, 
a server answered my friend's 
requesi for the straw with. "We 
don’t have any. 'Straws kill fish’ is 
what we say here.” 

Most valuable serving piece; 
Glass jars. Fish Bar serves its 
cocktails in ice-filled jars, while 
GT sends out soups and desserts 
in hinge-top jars. 

Nonfish dishes; GT has one 
preparation each of pork belly, 
beef and chicken C$15-$34) in the 
"not fish" section on the bottom 
of the menu. Fish Bar serves a 
BLT with avocado and egg ($6) 
prefaced with the description 
"No fish for you.”
